cess when there is abundan evidence 
in the success of other farmers that 
there is a better way of doing that 
particular job. 
This disinclination 
to adopt new me bods is most assur- i 
edly due to an inability to get any 
information of a practical nature on 
the subject. 
Farmers have a large 
number of sources of intormafion to 
draw upon - more than the members1 
of any other profession 
or oecu- 
pa ion. It is true that they are rwcipi-: 
ents of much unreliable information, 
but any farmer of ordinary intelli- 
genco should be able to separate the 
chaff of inaccuracy from the wheat 
of real, meaty, worth-while informa­ 
tion. 
After weeding out that winch 
is very 
unreliably 
and 
the 
great 
amounts of propaganda there is a 
great deal ye remaining for tin ore 
of progress to use profitably. 
In cas ing about for a reason for: 
the slowness with which farmers list 
the new knowledge of farming, we 
have come to the conclusion that it 
is due in the large part to the fixe I 
and unyielding state of mind tbs' 
comes to man as he reaches a mature 
age and passes to an obi agt*.

Engineers in authority estimate that 
natural gas at $1 per thousand feet 
gives a heating service equal to coal at 
$15 a ton in domestic use.
